5. For clarification purposes only, we fefer to TIRRALIRRA^ feeling 
that any actual demands on his part for additional (bperational data from 
the TIEBARS could easily lead to a security break. This point has been 
discussed very pointfedly irith TIRRALIRRA and we haye tried repeatedly to 
procure such exact data as irould be of interest to us, būt he has always 
cohntered with the statement that he considered our relationship of such 

a delicate nature that he couLd take no chancee of arousing undue suspicion. . . *
